Mr. Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report 
of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  1967. 


It  is  regretted  that  the  presentation  of  this  report 
has  been  so  long  delayed,  but  I  am  afraid  that  this  was  inevitable 
as  there  have  been  staffing  difficulties  of  some  duration  on  the 
clerical  side  in  the  department,  and  this  has  oeen  responsible 
for  the  delay. 

During  the  year,  the  health  of  the  area  remained 
satisfactory.  The  vital  statistics  for  the  area  v.rere  satisfactory, 
and  the  overall  incidence  of  infectious  diseases  remained  low. 

A  small  outbreak  of  measles  occurred  during  the  earlier  part  of  the 
year,  and  two  cases  of  typhoid  fever  were  notified  during  the  summer. 
Both  cases  occurred  in  young  boy  scouts  who  had  returned  from  camp 
in  the  Lake  District.  Investigations  into  the  source  of  infection 
were  carried  out  by  Dr. L. Robertson,  the  Director  of  the  "Public  Health 
Laboratory  Service,  Preston,  and  a  chronic  carrier  was  located  and 
treated 

My  thanks  are  due  to  my  colleagues  in  the  Health  Department 
for  their  loyalty  and  assistance. 

To  you,  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Health  Committee, 
my  appreciation  of  the  encouragement  and  support  afforded  to  me.
